WHEREAS  * * * * * 

Bom.  *t  is  expedient  to  repeal  and  re-enact  the  Bombay  Agricultural  Pests  and  Diseases 
XtV  Act,  1941,  providing  for  the  prevention  of  the  introduction,  spread  or  re-appearance 
of  of  insect  pests,  plant  diseases  and  noxious  weeds  injurious  to  crops,  plants  or  trees 
JS41‘  in  the  2[State  of  Maharashtra]  ; It  is  hereby  enacted  as  follows  :

4.  In  section  7A  of  the  principal  Act,  to  sub-section  (1),  the  following 
proviso  shall  be  added,  namely  : — 

“Provided  that,  if  such  notified  area  is  a Scheduled  Area,  the 
State  Government,  or  any  officer  of  the  State  Government  or,  as  the 
case  may  be,  of  any  local  authority,  duly  authorized  by  the  State 
Government,  shall  consult  the  Panchayat  before  issuing  a notification 
under  this  sub-section.”. 
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
